2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "said flexible material" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 13 recites the limitation "said planar member" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2. 4-12, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by McDonald '213. 

The collapsible suitcase of McDonald includes a rigid planar bottom 12 four fabric 
sides attached to the bottom and capable of folding over the bottom. Note that the 
sides inherently include flexible fabric corners which are separable by a slide fastener 
20. The container is closed by a planar top 24 with means to releasably secure the top 
to the sides. Note that the loop in the dipper pull inherently functions as a loop while 
member 40 functions as a hook pressed against the loop. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the reference as applied to claim 14 above, and further in view of Fields 723. 

To have substituted hook and loop material on a strap as the fastener means for 
the cover would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Fields 

5. Claims 1, 2, 4-10. 12, 18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being . 
unpatentable over Samuel 719 in view of Peterson '230. 

Samuel teaches another collapsible luggage container with a planar rigid bottom 
(4) and for rigid sides (41-44) which are hinged to the bottom as 45-58 Note the fabric 
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corners at 109-111 and slide fasteners at 152,153. Althougli Samuels uses a similar 
top member to have provided tlie collapsible container with a planar cop secured with a 
slide fastener in the manner taught by Peterson at 150,154, would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill n the art. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Gerich '519. 

To have merely made the hinged sides with angled ends so that the may be 
folded flat on the bottom would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Gerich in 
a collapsible container. 

7. Claim 19 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Shumard, Kleeman, Carpenter et al, Graham, Watson, Graves, 
Bauemfreund et al, Harris, Vallieres, Brody, Vicari, Little, O'Brien, Lapoint, III, Taylor, 
Heise and Charles show other collapsible or foldable containers/.
